The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: references 
numbers 6a, 6b, 9, 8,7, are not in the specification. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 -1 1 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim (s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim (s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to the other claims in the alternative 
only. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on 
the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than One year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Isaksson 
etal. (4,712,952). 

With respect to claims 1 -3, as understood, Isaksson et al disclose a hand drill for 
manual usage to pierce holes, wherein the shape of the tip blade is sharpened in a 
tapered form; as best seen in the FIGS., a shaved-powder ditch, as best seen in FIGS. 
3, 12, is applied in a slanted way from the tip end towards the foreside with the width of 
the center of the tip to one edge, with the structure of both edges of the shaved-powder 
ditch are blades, and the two edges of the shaved-powder ditch in the tapered form 
becomes gradually into acute angle in the rotating direction, so that the hand drill will 
move away from the surface of the bone avoiding contact with the bone surface; as best 
seen in FIGS.1 -1 4, wherein the tip end of the round pillar form drill is made in a bi-plane 
taper from the tip to the foreside; as best seen in FIGS.1 , 4,9,10,12,13; blades 
(15,a,15b,16a,16b,14a,14b) are attached on the peripheral of the drill the peak line of 
the tip is slanted from the two edges toward the center onto which a blade is attached; 
as best seen in FIG.4, the center part of the peak line has a ditch in the vertical direction 
forming two-blades, as best seen in FIG.4, and a straight linear slit (12a) is applied in 
the longitudinal direction from bottom part of the bi-plane taper form, wherein the form of 
the tip blade is a two-blade form in a fork shape, as best seen FIGS.1 -14, with the 
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feature of the two-blades being arranged so that the tip of the two-blades slant from 
outside inwards; as best seen in FIGS. 4,10,12,13, and the base part of the fork shape 
of the two-blades has one side made in a slope from the foreside to the tip; as best 
seen in FIGS. 4,10,12,13. 

Drawings

Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/16/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant stated that the tips of the two blades of Isaksson et al do not 
extend in a direct line to the central axis but inclined toward one direction. First, 
applicant's attention is directed to Fig. 9 of Isaksson where the tips of the two blades 
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extend in a direct line to the central axis. Second, nowhere in claims 1-3, is applicant 
claiming such limitation(s). In addition applicant stated "our invention assumes the ring- 
wire will be drawn up and a groove has been worked for drawings the wire up, which is 
not included in the disclosure of Isaksson". Applicant is again reminded that such 
limitations are not being claimed in claims 1 -3. The rest of applicant's arguments is 
concerning the intended use of the device or the method of using the device, however, 
the structure claimed by applicant, as understood, is met by the Isaksson's reference.
